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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment to claim 122 substantially broadens its scope and therefore raises a new issue that 
would require further consideration and/or search and therefore does not place the application in better form for appeal 

Continuation of 13. Other: 

Claim 122 was first allowed in the Office Action dated 1/10/2008 specifically for reciting "connected directly", as first presented in the claims 
dated 10/31/2007. 

The claims dated 4/4/2008 did not amend claim 122 in any manner, so it was again allowed in the Office Action dated 7/9/2008. 
The present non-compliant amendment effectively proposes to delete the limitation "directly". 

Because the deleted subject matter is not shown with strikethrough as required by 37 CFR § 1.121(c)(2), it is not clear if such broading of 

the claims back to their non-allowed form was intended with the present request for allowance. 

Said intention is further obscured by the inclusion of subject matter already present in the claim with underlining. 

If applicant intends claim 122 to be in the form allowed on 7/9/2008, it should be labeled "previously presented" with the exact text as the 
claim was presented on 4/4/2008.
